Had Poor Leadership. 

“Prohibition has had but five years 
to uproot an evil that has grown 
roots for 5,000 years,’ said Dr. Wil- 
son, “Jt has had a very poor leader- 
ship in enforcement. Mr. Mellon was

| pears to rest upon an inadequate sur- 
'yey of the situation. It does not

Menace of mosquitoes threatens 
many populous parts of Atlanta be- 
eause of the inability of the sewage 
disposal plants to aerate all sewage 
passing through them and because

Janta now possesses, it was learned 
Saturday from A. H. Hansell, chief 
of construction. The long period of 
dry weather has been the cause of 
the breeding of more mosquitoes this 
yenr than have infested the city in 
a score of years and because of the 
lack of .capacity in the various city 
sewage disposal plants streams around 
the city are in a worse condition than 
prior to the construction of these 
plants it was learned. 

At present the disposal plant is 
passing all sewage from the territory 
it drains through the Imhof tanks 
which disassociates the solid matter 
from the liquid but the aerating di- 
vision of the plant is handling just 
about one-half of the fluid and the 
rest is being emptied into Peachtree 
creek without aeration.

As Atlanta is in the throes of one 
of the worst mosquito epidemics in 
history it is dangerous to have the 
streams of the city polluted from 
any cause according to Chief Hansell. 
Peachtree creek, in addition to drain- 
ing the sewage disposal plant also 
Druid Hills, North Decatur, 
Emory university and that part of 
the city as far as Camp Gordon, From 
all this section, which lies outside the 
city limits the raw sewage is sent 
down the stream through many popu- 
lous residential sections of the city 
and mosquitoes infesting this territory 
fly into the homes nearby and in 
other sections of the city. 

Situation Must Be Remedied. 

The eendition now existing in the 
Peachtree creek section as well as in 
other parts of the city must be reme- 
died soon or serious consequences are 
possible to the residents of all parts 
of Atlanta, in the orinion of Chief 
Hansell. 

The Imhoff sedimentation plant on 
Peachtree creek is now being run to 
its full capacity, aceording to Chief 
Hansell, but he said the filtering or 
neruting section of the plant does not 
have the capacity of the tanks, hence 
only one-half of the sewage is passing 
through the filters. This results -in 
pouring of at least one-half of 
the Imhoff discharge’ direct into 
Peachtree creek without aeration 
which accounts for the dirk blue 
the waters of that creek 
below the plant. 


Up until a few weeks ago a part | 
of the 


raw sewage destined for the

“But I always have believed that 
it is contrary to Christian principle 
and public policy to force a great ideal 
on an unwilling minority. So I am 
not surprised at the partial breakdown 
of the ISth amendment, and the gen- 
eral demoralization that has accom- 
panied it. 

“Now, the question is: What's to 
do? The Federal Council of Churches 
is showing the way. The first requi- 
site is a scientific, unprejudiced study 
of facts. This we have been given, 
in part, in the series of articles pub- 
lished in The Constitution. Coming 
from such a source they will do more 
than anything attempted so far to 
Start a healthy current of public sen- 
timent.”” 

Jackson Praises Report. 

Marion Jackson, attorney, and a 
prominent worker for the dry -canpse, 
reached back into the history of the

HAS NO SYMPATHY 
WITH COMMUNISM 


More Intolerance in 
United States Than in 
European Nations, He 
Asserts in Letter. 


New York, September 19.—The 
United States government is in a 
state of permanent hysteria, of which 
the exclusion of Sjpanurji Saklatvala, 
British communist M. P., is a symp- 
tom, Samuel Untermeyer declared to- 
day in accepting an invitation from 
the American Civil Liberties union 
to speak in protest against the Sak- 


latvala ban. 
Although Untermeyer has “nothing 


but contempt” for Saklatvala’s com- 
munistic principles, he denounced 
Secretary of State Fradk B. Kellogg’s 
ruling against Saklatvala’s admission 
to the United States to attend the 
séssions of the Inter-Parliamentary 
union in Washington as an “absurd 
method of muzzling.”” Untermeyer con- 
demned the lack of “liberty of speech 
and action” in the United States, 
saying Europe is freer in this re- 
spect. 
No Legal Redress. 

The Civil Liberties union has been 
advised by its lawyers that Saklatvala 
has’ no legal redress against Kellogg's 
ban, and that if he were to arrive at 
Ellis Island he would be subject to 
lawful deportation. The union will 
endeavor, therefore, to arouse public 
sentiment in favor of admitting Sak- 
latvala. 

About the same tactics were em- 
ployed several months ago when 
Count Karolyi, first president of the 
Hungarian republic, was in the United 
States under a state department gag 
rule that prevented his speaking on 
political subjects. The gag was not 
removed, despite considerable agitation 
to that end, and Karolyi went to 
Canada, where he delivered himself of 


a long statement, which was printed | 
i throughout the United States. 


“[ am willing to sit on the Saklat- 
vala protest committee,” Untermeyer 
wrote to the Civil Liberties union, 
“solely on the ground that he is ac- 
credited to our country as a'member 
of the British parliament, delegated 
to the Inter-Parliamentary union meet- 
ing pursuant to the invitation of the 
government. 

“If, when our invitation to hold 
the meeting here was extended, we 


had reseryed the right to censor the 
personnel of the deleg rations, the im- 
position of any such condition would 
‘ery properly have been resented and 
indignantly rejected. Having induced | 
the ‘holding of the meeting “here the 
action of our government is not only 


'a gross breach of good faith and good 


taste, but of ‘hospitality. 

“If Saklatvala’s views of govern- 
'ment are correctly quoted they are 
repugnant to the sentiment of the 
overwhelming majority of the Ameri- 
can people and will meet with the sort 
of reception they deserve, but that fur- 
ishes no reason for adopting this ab- 
surd method of muzzling him. If he 
offends against the law, he can be 
punished. 

“Our recent attitude toward free- 
dom of speech is contrary to all our 
traditions and to the epirit of our 
institutions. We can well afford to

The bribery charge came from Sher- 
iff Peter M. Hoffman, held responsible 
by Federal Judge Wilkerson for liber- 
ties accorded Terry Druggan and 
Frankie Lake, beer runners de luxe, 
while they were supposed to be serving 
a year’s sentence for contempt. 

The sheriff announced he had given 
federal authorities a statement made 
to him by Fred Strassheim, an assis- 
tant jailer, that Druggan had told 
Strassheim he had paid $20,500, for 
special privileges and had not been 
Strassheim later 


the statement attributed.to him. 

The sheriff from the beginning of 
the disclosures had declared Captain 
Wesley Westbrook, former jail war- 
den, must be held responsible, and dis- 
charged Westbrook after the latter 
publicly announced that he would not 
assume any responsibility for the 
Druggan affair. Westbrook’s attor- 
neys have said the sheriff must be 
held responsible for the Druggan af- 
fair. 

Another statement in the hands of 
federal investigators came from Henry 
Goorst, Westbrook’s former secretary, 
who said he often accompanied Drug- 
on Westbrook’s 
orders, and that Westbrook had taken 
the part of the jail log listing Drug- 


gan’s hundred or more absences. 


Sheriff Ahlstrom, of Lake county, 
custodian of John Torrio, another beer 
runner, in the Waukegan jail, was 
drawn into inquiry when Federal 
Judge Adam C. Cliffe cited him to 
appear and explain reports of liberties 
granted to Torrio.

“So we mect the fact that a literal 
interpretation of the book of Genesis, 
a religious opinion of a small group 
of the Christian church, has been es- 
tablished by law as a standard of 
what shall be taught in a course of 
science. ‘The defense maintained at 
Dayton and we shall maintain on ap- 
peal that this law is in violation of 
the religious guarantees of the consti- 
tution of Tennessee and the consti- 
tution of the United States. 

“There was the same conflict of 
opinion and philosophy at Dayton,” 
he said, “as existed between those who 
advocated and those who opposed the 
principle of religious freedom at the 
beginning of the republic.” 

The defense, he said, “insists that 
the right of a teacher to teach his sub- 
ject and to teach it completely, and 
the right of a minority to learn the 
accepted facts and theories of science, 
Without having knowledge measured 
hy the religious opinions of the ma- 
eth are rights well within the pro- 
ection of our constitutional guar- 
antees.” 

Not Dictated by Fundamentalists. 

The Tennessee law was not dictated 
by the fundamentalists, Mr. Malone 
said, “for there are millions of funda- 
mentalists of all creeds who do not 
believe in a literal interpretation of 
the Old Testament.

And because the 
minds of some leaders can: get a men- 
tal grasp of only a few subjects, shall 
the rest of us be limited by law to 
the standards of their mental capa- 
city ? 

“The leaders of ttis movement.” he 
said, “are not trying to protect the 
faith of the young; they are trying in 
impose by law theie peculiar religious 
faith upon our system of education. 

“Faith comes from within and ean- 
not be imposed from without by creed 
or law. . . . “he literalists are 


wrong——-we would not tear the stars 
from the skies, nor faith from the 
hearts of the young... . 


Seek New Interpretztion.

We would speak our faith through 
the old and existing creeds, but in the 
terms of this age made glorious by 


the works of science. 

“Theories change and scientists 
gladly change their views to meet the 
growing knowledge. Science changes 
to meet the facts of constantly re- 
vealing truth. Science does not live 
like literalism, by denial, but by 
ndapting itself to knowledge gained 
through the development of man’s in- 
tellect.”’ 

Mr. Malone said he was proud to 
discuss the issues raised in Tennes- 
see, because he was mindful that the 
world owes the modern principle of 
toleration to the {talian founders of 
the Unitarian church. 

“Only the toleration which you 
teach and practice,” he said, “can 
meet the fear and tyranny in repres- 
sive laws.”

ABANDONED COTTON 
ACREAGE FIGURES 
NOT YET AVAILABLE 


Washington, September 19.—(/)— 
Replying to a request by Representa- 
tive Rankin, of Mississippi. that the 
September cotton report include an 
estimate of the cotton acreage aban- 
doned, the department of agriculture 
said that no general inquiry on aban- 
donment had been made this month 
and the crop reporting board was un- 
able to give the figures. 

The department added however, that 
the general questionnaire to be. sent 
to crop reporters for October 158 will 
carry the abandonment question, en- 
abling the board to quove abandon- 
ment figures in the October 25 report. 

The questionnaire for August 16, 
the department said, showed small 
abandonment except in Texas and the 
report of August 24 said that in 
Texas “fully two million acres have 
been abandoned since June 25 or has 
stands so poor they will not be 
picked.” 

Parts on which crop reports are 
computed, it was explained, regularly 
allow for average abandenment§ and 
are adjusted, to meet situations when 
definite data on abandonment become 
available. Also the department said 
abandonment is allowed tor partially 
in the condition figures.

Do Colleges Bribe Athletes? 


With certain qualifications as td 
conclusions, but not as to fact, f 
most heartily agree with the author 
of “The Story of 2 Graduate Mane 
ager,’ in his citation of growing 7 
evils of commercialism—I use the © § 
word advisedly—in American cok. 
lege football. > 

During my 16 years’ experience — 
as a college president I have noted 
with increasing alarm the growth of 
the system of raiding, subsidizin 
and virtually bribing athletes. Per- 
haps I should have said actually 
bribing athletes, because one musf 
draw fine distinctions if he insists 
that there is any essential difference 
between giving a boy tuition, board 
and room, fraternity dues, books 
and workless jobs, and actually give 
ing him money. In fact, if this mat- 
ter is ever threshed out before any. 
qualified official body, I think I can 
go farther than the graduate man- 
ager in letting ih the light. But I- 
shall insist on placing the blame 
where it belongs. 

While the graduate manager ad- 
mits that alumni, managers and 
coaches resort to all sorts of subter- 
fuge in getting and maintaining play- 
ers, he virtually justifies such prac- 
tices and tries to shift the odium of 
these conditions to faculty committees 
and administrative heads of colleges. 
His general conclusion is that the ‘big 
business” organization of football gives 
a student a better preparation for life 
than his classroom work. He cites 
instances of mediocre men who have 
gained material success through their 
prominence in athletics and insists 
that their teachers could give them 
nothing comparable to this in value. - 

Here I challenge both his facts and 
his conclusions. I refuse to believe 
that any of his “illustrious dumbbells” 
ever get very far along the road to 
success. I refuse to believe that their 
athletic distinction is in any way a 
substitute for the sound character 
building, training and discipline of 
honest college avork. 

With the fo going qualifications, 
I can go “all the'way’ with the grad- 
uate manager. The conditions he cites 
are a menacing and a growing evil, and 
they demand earnest consideration and 
courageous action on the part of every 
college executive and every parent or 
citizen who has regard for the great 
traditions of American education. 

Why Not Tell the Truth?

jaspects of education. 

Perversion of Values.

| What I am most interested in is this? 
|; what happens to these hoys—each in- 
| dividual boy—pursued from his early 

‘high school years by insistent and 
clamorous scouts, coaches and man- 

agers? 

Any educator will agree with m4 
that one of his most important aims— 
| possibly the most important of all—~ 
is to implant in adolescent youth a 
‘sound sense of values. Isn’t it obvious 
(and indsputable that when a boy is 
|assailed with importunate appeals and 
| alluring’ offers—not because of his 
|spiritual or. intellectual endowments, 
, but because of his physical superiority 
—there will result a distortion of all 
his criteria of life? 

It is not suprising that these bors 
get wrong ideas of what 1s important 
and what isn’t. Nor is it surprising 
that these false standards tend to 
\spread through the entire student bods, 
| regardless of participation or nonpars 
ticipation in athletics, 
| Naturally. as an educator, I. am 
|concerned, first of all, with the bear- 
ing of this problem on what I con- 
ceive to be the business of a college 
—education. In America, education 
|Means preparation for service and ef- 
'fectiveness in a democracy. I believe 
that the scramble for athletes with the 
resultant lowering of. undergraduate 
standards, is subversive of this ideal, 
I shall diseuss this in a later article. 

I do not wish to give the impression 
that I undervalue football, or colleze 
athletics in general.

TEXT AND PRETEXT 


Prayer, Politics and Rows 


| BY M. ASHBY JONES, D. D. 


Sometimes, not often, a sermon 
proves to be news. That is usually 
true when the preacher, forsaking the 
Philistines and the Amalakites, turns 
his attention to his own day and his 
own time, and talks about the things 
which people are talking about on the 
streets. If, in doing this, he should 
express an opinion at variance with 
the opinion usually expressed on the 
streets, the news instinct of the big 
agencies are apt to give him a larger 
audience than he is wont to address. 
What a temptation there is here for 
Mr. Preacher! But the trouble is 
that the interest of the news agency 
ceases just where the preacher ceases 
to disagree with popular opinion. If 
he is saying the things that everybody 
Says, repeating the popular phrases, 
and shouting the same old shibboleths, 
that is not news. But these variations 
from popular opinion are featured and 
headlined out of proportion to the 
other things which he did say, and at 
the expense, perhaps, of that for 
whieh he was really anxious to have a 
hearing. So there is some advantage 
in a preacher’s having a “‘column’’ of 
his own. . 

These generalizations grow out of 
the fact that a preacher, who some- 
times takes a text as a pretext, got 
in the headlines of a good many news- 
papers last week, because he innocent- 
ly asked the question, “Why the min- 
ivters of religion, when they wanted 
to pray for rain, felt it necessary to 
ask the governor of the state to put 
that request in the form of an official 
proclamation to the citizens of the 
commonwealth? Some of the head- 
lines featured,this question something 
like this, “Minister Jumps Governor 
for Prayer Proclamation,’ “Preacher 
Warns People Aguinst Union of 
Church and State,” “Dr. Jones Pro- 
tests Against Governor Ordering Rain 
Prayer.” There were many others of 
the same kind, but all carried the 
idea that the preacher was making a 
personal protest against the action of 
the governor of the state.

Was it in order to add any authority 
to such a request? I immediately ac- 
quit ministers and governor of the 
un-Christian and un-American con- 
ception, that the state has any au 
thority to order its citizens to per- 
form any religious rite. Perhaps there 
lurked in the minds of our ministers 
the idea that the name of the gover- 
nor of this great commonwealth, sign- 
ed with the great seal of the state, 


would add some prestige and moral (if 
not political) force to the proclama- 
tion. Just here, it seems to me, is the 
insidious hurt of this quasi-union of 
the religious and political forces, It 
has, to my mind, the clear and unmis- 
takable inference that the great name 
and power of our political government 
can strengthen the religious appeal. 
It is, too, another evidence of the 
growing tendency. of church people to 
turn to the strong arm of the govern- 
ment at every hour of emergency, for 
the purposes of accomplishing reli- 
gious results. In its last. analysis it 
is a logs of faith on the part of re- 
ligious people in the efficacy of purely 
spiritual forces.” 

Numerous instances have been 
quoted where governors and presi- 
dents in the past have called the peo- 
ple to prayer in public emergencies, 
as a justifying precedent for the joint 
action of ministers and governor in 
this case. I could add many others 
to be quoted. It is for the very rea- 
son that this appeal to the civil 
government on behalf of the church, 
is becoming so much a habit of our 
people, that I raise my voice against 
it. With the precedents of the past, 
and the numerous governors issuing 
their pious proclamations today, had 
Governor Walker refused to issue his 
proclamation, at the behest of the 
religious people of.the state, he would 
have written his own political death 
warrant. Let our people calmly face 
the significance of that truth. The 
issuing of the proclamation for public 
prayer, becomes a part of the political 
record of a state official. My pro- 
test is not simply against the state 
presuming to function as a religious 
force, but against religion becoming 
a political force. 

Purpose of Prayer. 

However, the real purpose of the 
sermon, which has been lost sight of, 
wns stated in this closing paragraph: 

“And this leads me to my interpre- 
tation of the real place of prayer in 
the religion of Christ. Life is full 
of difficulties and of dangers, of re- 
sponsibilites, problems and tempta- 
tons. We need nothing less than a 
divine strength, a divine wisdom, and 
a divine spirt, to meet these experi- 
ences. God does. not offer to do 
things for us. That is the way of the 
foolish parent. But He does offer 
us His strength, His wisdom, and His 
spirit. I am not pretending to answer 
all of the many difficult questions, or 
solve all the mysteries, or to reconcile 
the seeming conflicts of revelation on 
this subject. But of this I feel 
quite sure; prayer in its last 
analysis—in some mystical and spir- 
itual way, past our understanding— 
is the union of the human and the 
divine spirit. Its petition is not that 
God should change His universe, made 
and preserved in infinite wisdom, but 
that He should change us. The domi- 
nant desire of the disciple of Jesus 
is. not to get, but to be—to be like 
Him.”

As with Milton's “Paradise 
Lost’—“everybody praises it and 
scarcely anybody reads it.” 

Frequently, the constitution is 
called “the ark of the covenant of 
the union,” and such it should be, 
sanctified from hands that would pro- 
fane it by contempt or violence. It 
was framed by the fathers “to estab- 
lish a more perfect union” of the 
thirteen states of North America that 
by the treaty of peace with George 
III of England in 1783 had been rec- 
ognized severally as “free and inde- 
pendent” and that for the purpose of 
achieving that mutual independence 
had previously been loosely associated 
by the articles of confederation. 

A general convention of fifty-five 
eminent American patriots and states- 


men, representing twelve of those free 
states (Rhode Island being unrepre- 
sented), assembled in Philadelphia in 
i787, was presided over by General 
George Washington, and engaged it- 
self in the framing of the proposed 
constitution of the United States. It 
was signed on the seventeenth of Sep- 
tember, 1787, by thirty-nine of the 
delegates and reported to the con- 
tinental congress. That body sub- 
mitted the document for ratification 
or rejection to conventions of the 
people to be called in each state by 
the legislatures thereof. By the rat- 
ifieation of the constitution by the 
conventions of nine states of the thir- 
teen concerned in the transaction the 
constitution would be established be- 
tween those states so ratifying it. It 
became so established by the ratifica- 
tion of the New Hampshire conven- 
tion June 1788, and followed 
within thirty-five days by the ratifi- 
| cations in Virginia and New York. 
North Carolina and Rhode Island 
ratified only after the constitution 
had become an operating system. 
By its own express terms (Art. VI., 
Sec. 2); “This constitution and the 
laws of the United States which shall 
be made in pursuance thereof; and 
all treaties made, or which shall be 
made, under the authority of the 


inited States, shall be the supreme 
law of the land; and the judges in 
every state shall be bound thereby, 
anything in the constitution or laws 


| of any state to the contrary notwith 


standing.” 

This paramountcy of the national 
constitution is declared in similar 
words in most of the state constitu- 
tions. but whether the state so de- 
clares. or not, the fact remains that 
the c@ stitution, laws and treaties of 
the United States constitute the su- 
preme law in every state and, as the 
supreme court has said, “are as much 
a part of the law of every state as its 
own local laws and _ constitution.” 
(100 U. S. 483.) 

Ignorance of the plain contents of 
the constitution, of what it permits 


and what it prohibits, 1s the basic 
cause of widespread and misguided 
public opinions regarding its obliga- 
tions and inviolability. ‘The popular 
mind has always looked upon it as a 
mystical document capable of being 
understood only by elder statesmen 
and the judges of high courts. That 
error is a national misfortune. The 
easily understandable provisions of 
the constitution should be taught 
through the higher grades of every 
public school in the land. 

The constitution is the work and 
property of the people of the United 


States. It embodies. as no other docu- 

ment in existence does, the supreme

Until that 


‘Obtained from 


The League as 


an Experiment

The latest session of the assembly 
of the league of nations at Geneva 
and the events which have there been 
disclosed serve as a natural and logi- 
cal basis for some review of the point 
to which the league has cume in the 
six years of its existence. It is clear, 
too, that the league has, iu a sense, 
reached a crisis if not a turning point 
in its development, as the sharp dif- 
ference between British and conti- 
nental European opinion clearly dis- 
closes. ‘ 

And at the outset of any discus- 
sion it must be recognized that so 
far at least the development of the 
league has not been in any large de- 
gree along lines which were foreseen 
when it was created. At the outset 
the, conception was of a super-state, 
which should preserve peace by the 
control of the military resources—as 
well as the economic—of the member 
states. Peace was to be insured by 
force, the nation which broke the 
peace was to be dealt with by an in- 
ternational police precisely as the law- 
breaker of the individual nation is 
dealth with. 

This original conception broke 
down immediately when the United 
States refused to enter the league 
because such entrance imposed upon 
it responsibilities with respect of the 
fgontiers of other countries. We as 
members of the league would have 
been morally and legally bound to 
join with all other member nations in 
defending the frontiers of Rumania 
against Russian aggression, of Poland 
against either soviet or German in- 
vasion. And in the temper of our 
countrymen then and thereafter it 
was impossible to make such a con- 
tract in their name. 


League Failures. 

As a superstate, as an international 

agency capable and commissioned to 
maintain peace, the league has been 
unable to function from the start and 
two efforts to clothe it with the au- 
thority and the resources, namely the 
covenant and the protocol, have been 
ineffective. Moreover the _ ultimate 
obstacle to any such evolution has 
been Anglo-Saxon, that of the United 
States in absence, that of Great Brit- 
ain powerfully pressed by the over- 
seas dominions in actual presence at 
Geneya. 
“Nor has the league at any point 
been able to exercise the smallest con- 
trol over governments. 
trary, the men who have sat at Geneva 
have been at all times directed from 
their own capitals o: have come ex- 
pressly to declare policies which have 
been agreed upon in advance. It is 
not, for example, the league which is 
conducting the present discussion be- 
tween France, Britain and Germany 
in the matter of a security pact. Not 
in the least. Those discussions are 
going forward without regard to Ge- 
neva and all that will happen is that 
in due course of time the result, if 
any, will be notified to the league. 
It is not the league which is seeking 
to bring Germany into its circle, it 
is France and Britain. 

The security pact, itself,.so far as 
it has yet been sketched, does not 
clothe the league with any other au- 
thority than that, perhaps, of deciding 


that some nation has become an ag- 
gressor and is therefore entitled to 
punishment. In a word, the most 
the league could have to do with the 
pact would be to agree that it had 
become non-operative as a restraining 
force upon either France or Germany 
by reason of the fact that the other 
had violated it. Then it would be 
for France and Britain, for example, 
to make war upon Germany, absolved 
from any moral restraints. It could 
not keep pace, it could simply license 
war. 

The simple truth is that even if 
there were some acute menace of war 
in Europe today, the league could do 
nothing abgut it because it has no 
method of intervening effectively. If 
Russia, for example, should attack 
Poland totally without present provo- 
cation, no Polish appeal to the league 
would have: value and no league ap- 
peal either to Russia or to the mem- 
ber nations would have any conse- 
quences, Poland would find aid, if 
at all, from her Rumanian and French 
allies. Moreover, as I have said, the 
fact that the league gave Kattowitz 


On the con- 


shall be destroyed, such government 
will not perish from the earth. 

Hence the high moral duty of eyery 
loyal American to support and de- 
fend the constitution as a safeguard 
for his country and posterity and as 
an example and light to mankind 
wherever men struggle for freedom, 
justice, morality and world-wide fra- 
ternity. 

The constitution is called “a frame- 
work of government ;” more accurate- 
ly it is the highway of national gov- 
ernment. The fathers earefully laid 
down the lines within which national 
authority must travel. 
jealous of conferring power and care- 
ful to restrain its use at every point 
of peril to popular rights and state 
security. 

The federal government must, in all 
branches organized under the consti- 
tution, keep its actions within the 
four corners of that charter. The 
exercise of any power not delegated 
therein, either expressly or by neces- 
sary inplication, is unconstitutional, 
therefore null and void. <Any addi- 
tional powers or prohibitions must be 
the people through 
amendments made in the manner fixed 
by the constitution itself (Art. V.) 

All powers not delegated by the 
constitution to the general govern- 
ment, and not prohibited to the state, 
are reserved to the states, or the peo- 
ple. But the people, in the mode 
prescribed by the constitution, have 
the indubitable, inalienable and inde- 
feasible right ‘to alter, amend, or 
abolish that instrument whenever they 
deem any such action necessary to 
their welfare. 


Recently, advanced claims that the | 


people are limited to such amendments 
only as affect “the structure of the 
federal government” have been finally 
and adversely settled, let us believe, 
by the decision of the United States 
supreme court in the suit brought by 
the state of Rhode Island to void the 
eighteenth amendment. That decision 
enforces the views of the fathers of 
the constitution as voiced by one of 
its framers, James Wilson, afterwards 
a justice of the supreme court, who 
said: “The people may change the 
constitution whenever and however 
they please. This is a right of which 
no positive institution can deprive 
them.” (Wilson’s Works, vol. 3, p. 
293). So we may deem it a fixed 
American principle that the people, 
after their agreed constitutional man- 
ner;-may add to, subtract from, alter, 
or abolish their constitution of gov- 
ernment as may seem to them neces- 
sary or expedient. 

The constitution, then, is aptly de- 
seribed as “the bulwark of our natural 
rights ; the parapet of our civil liber- 
ties.” To its wisdom, justice and 
equal incidence upon every citizen, 
the United States is indebted for that 
wonderful history which has brought 
us to the forefront of the civilized 
world and made us “the Moses nation 
of mankind.” Of that sacred charter 


tion | let it be said “Esto perpetua!” 


to Poland despite Germain claims and 
Vilna despite Lithuanian does not 
in the least carry any moral obliga- 
tion to either the German or the 
Lithuanian to accept this decision. 
On the contrary both nations are firm- 
ly resolved to recover the lost cities. 
It would be a total mistake, of 
course, to assume that the league, be- 
cause it has been unable to accomplish 
any larger mission, is a complete fail- 
ure and has no future value. The real 
difficulty in discussing league issues 
lies in the tendency to exaggerate on 
both sides of the enduring controversy. 
The champions of the league claim for 
it everything, and the opponents deny 
it everything and the truth. as is cus- 
tomary, lies well between the two ex- 
tremes. 
Useful Meeting Place. 

The league has_ proved itself an 
enormously useful meeting place for 
statesmen. The annual assembiy at 


Geneva is a unique occasion and the 
contacts between foreign ministers 
have a permanent value. So, too, the 
comparatively minor activities of the 
league, such as the direction of Aus- 
trian and Hungarian finance, exami- 
nation of various international ques- 
tions and similar enterprises would 
justify its existence. The world court 
which springs from the league may 
well have great if limited value. 

On the other hand, every effott yet 
made to give the league real power 
2s an agency for promoting peace and 
for preventing war, as well as for in- 
suring the collective action of the 
world against any country wantonly 
disturbing world peace has failed abso- 
lutely for the simple reason that there 
is, up to the present time, no common 
denominator of international opinion 
with respect of war. 

The United States, for example, be- 
lieves that the way to serve the cause 
of peace is by national not interna- 
tional action and while seeking always 
to act peacefully it totally refuses to 
undertake all responsibilities, It will 
guarantee nothing and it asks no guar- 
antee, for it has no conceivable imter- 
est in guaranteeing any frontier or in 
having its own frontiers guaranteed by 
anybody. 

Great Britain on the other hand, 
while sharing the American view, does 
not occupy the privileged geographical 
position of the United States. It has 
to be interested in certain frontiers, 
because its own territories are vitally 
affected by what happens on these 
boundaries. It will guarantee certain 
frontiers, then, but only those in which 
it is interested and for the rest it 
holds to the American view. Indeed, 
many Englishmen and most citizens of 
the Dominions hold the American 
view despite British existence within 
sight of Buropean shores. 


Nations living on the European con- 
tinent, on the contrary, have neither 


the absolute isolation of America nor 
the relative security of Britain. And 
European conflict is, so to speak, 
either in their front yard or at best 
at their back door. Any fire which 
starts on the Vistula may sweep to 
the Loire. ‘Therefore their idea of a 
league must be an international agepn- 
cy to keep peace, or, in the ease of 
Germany and Hungary, for example, 
an international ageney to compel cer- 
tain nations to surrender territory 
which they acquired at the expense 
of others. 

France, Belgium, Rumania, Jugo- 
Slavia, Czecho-Slovakia, Greece, the 
Baltie states desire a league to guar- 
antee them in their peaceful posses- 
sion of what they hold. Italy wants a 
league which will assume control of 
the raw materials of the world and al- 
locate them without regard,eq original

ownership. Italy and Japan alesire a 
league which ean override .Rational 
prohibitions of immigration on behalf 
| of their own excess population. 


Diplomats Still Rule. 


| Moreover, whatever may be the 
‘achievements of the league to date, 
‘and they have not had the smallest 
i effect in modifying the practice of in- 
; ternational relations. The real dis- 
cussions between nations continue to 
be conducted by foreign ministers 
| without regard to the league. All 
member governments pay lip service 
to the league, but the important dis- 
cussions, such, for example, as that 
over the security pact and German 
entrance into the league remain the 
lprovince of the Quai d'Orsay, Down- 
ling Street and Wilhelmstrasse and 
every affirmative effort of the league, 
like the Cecil pact and the protocol, 
has been promptly smothered by one 
or more foreign offices. 

In sum, it seems to me difficult 


to escape the conclusion that while the 
league has become an established in- 
stitution with many useful functions 
and its annual session gains in world 
interest, it has so far failed to ac- 
quire any real and effective authority 
over the policies of nations and on 
the whole has lost ground rather than 
gained it in this respect, as nations 
have escaped from the immediate con- 
sequences of the war and tended to 
return to the methods and policies 
which are traditional and founded 
‘upon national conception of national 
fares It retains sufficient hold 
upon the imagination of the masses to 
|make it the part of wisdom for states- 
imen to avoid publie flouting of it and 
leven to pay it lip service, but this 
!moral influence is not sufficient to 
persuade Britain to accept the pro- 
‘tocol nor France to surrender its de- 
‘fensive alliances. Statesmen go to 
Geneva and strive to gain the support 
| of the league for their respective 
| causes, but they do not change or 
; modify their policies or surrender the 
ismallest bit of national control to in- 
iternational supervision. Thus, in the 
|larger sense, as an agency dealing 
‘with peace and war the league re- 
mains where it started, perhaps meas- 
'urably weakened by the decline of the 
‘international spirit and the marked 
;accentuation of nationalism. In a 
word, in every practical sense it is 
still an experiment.

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"New Book “The Eternal Quest”

There are poets who from the 
point of philosophy try to solve the 
hidden problems of life; who delve 
deep into the mysteries which the 
human soul will never solve. There 
are others who endeavor to create 
a new style of verse, who lead us 
into mysterious ways, out of which 
we are unable to find a road which 
lends us back to the real. And after 
these there are a few left who be- 
long to the old school of Wads- 
worthian simplicity, whose lines touch 
our souls and lift us into that higher 
life which, after all, is the mission of 
real poetry. 

Of all the arta, that of poetry stands 
highest—and the art which simplifies 
the mystery of living and points uf 
to a pathway along which we may

lot of human existence. The sculptor | 
and the painter may copy the ideas 
ndvanced by some one else, but the 
poet must create that which is orig- 
inal, which lifts it into the domain | 
of the highest of all arts. 

One therefore, who dedicates his 
or her life to this highest of arts must 
be commended for undertaking such 
a difficult task. ‘To write poetry that 
appeals to the souls of men requires 
great courage and only one in many 
hundred ever succeed. To this class 
belongs our own Miss Mary Iirent 
Whiteside, of Atlanta, who from her 
girlhood bas dedicated her life to this 
most difficult of work. She has gone 
about her work in no half-hearted 
way, but has made it her serious mis- 
sion in life and it is a great pleasure 
to her friends to know that in this 
she has made a remarkable success. 

For years her poems nave been ac- 
cepted by the leading magazines and 
jn nearly all cases she has been paid 
the highest prices for her work.

Betterment of Music. 


Shall we not dedicate this year to | 


the betterment of music in the schools 
and Sunday schools? 

We seldom see real talent go 
developed 
for study. ‘There are many ways the 
really gifted may be helped to the be- 
ginning of a musical profession, bu' 
how often and how tragic it is that 
after all the work, the sacrifices, the 
tremendous expense, the artists play 
and sing to audiences “who have ears 
and hear not.” who hearing, cannot 


; 


understand, and therefore do not en-| 


joy. It is also very often true that 
audiences are harassed by the per- 
formances of mediocrity, and therefore 
cannot be blamed if they seem unap- 
preciative. This is the inevitable re- 
sult of an overcrowded profession in 
which there are also those who are 
always eager to perform, even flat- 
tered to be heard gratis. Shall not 
the clubs of Georgia join hands with 
those of our sister states in the east 


and west and help to standardize our | . 
young musicians by paying those who) pert in this department can supply 


are worthy of being heard a nominal 
fee. Surely that which is worth hear- 
ing is also worth our financial sup- 
port. 

So much for the young 
and now for the audiences. Some of 
them are wonderful, some impossible, 
but our real ‘hope for all time that 
the artistic and cultural may be de- 
veloped lies in our audiences-to-be—in 
the present school age. And it is for 
them that we beg all clubs to join 
forces to see that they are given the 
opportunity now to learn to love good 
music. It is positively true that they

Our Sunday schools are one of the 
most prolific breeders of bad taste in 
music.

For this reason, lest we criticize 
without offering an alternative, may 
we suggest that we shall combine our 


un- | efforts and endeavor to enlist those 
for lack of opportunities | of the heads of the Sunday schools in 


a campaign to learn the old hymns—a 
list of which has been prepared by the 
general federation in a movement to 
better Sunday school musie all over 
our country. These lists may be had 
by application to your state chairman 
of music. 

However, it is in the schools that 
we find our most potent opportunity. 
A really fine graded course in musical 
appreciation should count for school 
credits and should be conducted by 
competent teachers, assisted by a vic- 
trola with records for illustration, 
thus developing a child’s natural mu- 
sical instinets. ‘This has already been 
gratifyingly established in many of 
our schools, notably ix Atlanta. Such 
instruction cannot be added to the 
duties of the grade teachers and ac- 
complish our purpose. But one ex-

‘farmers and country women, (b) to 
boys and girls, (c) education; Georgia 
experiment station (a) research, (b) 
dissemination of results; Georg state 
fair. (a) agricultural society, (b), ex- 
hibitions; Georgia state board of 
health, public schools, district agricul- 
tural schools, representative of U. S. 
department of agriculture, market as- 
sociation. 


Rallies Indorsed by Board. 

At a meeting of the executive board 
of the State Federation of Women’s 
clubs, Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpatrick, presid- 
ing president, held in Atlanta, Jan- 
uary 3, 1915. “a most important res- 
olution was presented by Mrs. Nellie 
P. Black, as the result of her recent 
vist to the agricultural meeting in 
Athens and later conference with the 
state board of agriculture.” The 
board heartily indorsed the “concerted 
efforts to be of use to the farmers in 
the present crisis of affairs,” and it 
was resolved, “that the women of each 
district in which the meetings are held 
shall be asked to provide a basket din- 
ner for those in attendance in order 
to promote sociability and induce a 
large number to attend.” 

_ Program and Schedule. 

Then the ball was started rolling. 
Letters were written to district presi- 
dents of the federation and a program 
committee appointed made up of R. 
J. H. DeLoach, Walter Cooper, D. H. 
Hughes, A. M. Soule, J. D. Price, 
Mr. Duncan, Mrs. Lyman Amsden, 
Mrs. P. J. McGovern and Mrs. Nellie 
P. Black. The rallies were then dated 
for Thomasville, Valdosta, Monte- 
zuma, Statesboro, Dublin, Sparta, Ma- 
con, Newnan, Calhoun, Decatur, 
Gainesville and Elberton.

All clubs are urged to cooperate 
with librarians in their efforts to 
encourage appreciation of better books 
during children’s book week, Novem- 
ber 8-14 

Program Suggestions. 


First. Each club is urged to hold 
an open meeting during the week to 
which mothers and teachers are espe- 
cially invited. The program should 
include a talk by a lover of both books 
and ehildren on: (a) “The Value of 
Good Books in the Home ;” (b) “Own- 
ership versus Borrowing ;” (c) “Prop- 
er Use of the Library by Children.” 

Second. An exhibit should be open 
during the entire week at the library 
where the children may see and touch 
the best books. Tables should be 
low and some one constantly in at- 
tendance to direct the attention of the 
children and awaken their interest in 
the less known publications. There 
should be daily chats, very informal, 
about the illustrators, the new fea- 
tures in children’s books and the 
proper resnect for books, how to open 
a new book, efe. 

Three.—If there is no public library 
in your community a loan exhibit, as 
complete as possible, should be ar- 
ranged from the homes or from the 
state library commission. It should 
include those books which treat of the 
life and thought of other lands, tend- 
ing to international understanding,

The division of literature recom- 
mends to the clubs that the owner- 
ship of books be encouraged by put- 
ting on a campaign of earning a book 
among the children of the community, 
celebrating book week by the pur- 
chase.

are today per cent of the mills 
located within the boundaries of Dixie. 


This is one instance:that illustrates 


the wisdom of manufacturing estab- 
lishments being as near the source of 
their raw materials as possible, their 
inarkets, transportation and the qual- 
ity of labor considered. There can be 
no question that the textile industry, 
the mills spinning cotton, should be 
in the south, not only where the raw 
materials are to be fonnd, but where 
labor is plentiful and dependable, 
power cheap. climate excellent and 
railroad facilities satisfactory. 

Millions of dollars have recently 
been’ invested im textile plants in 
Georgia and other southern § states, 
which, of course, means added pros- 
perity to this section of the country. 

Other industries that use southern 
raw materials are also coming into 
this section in great numbers, accord- 
ing to reports from commercial 
agencies. commercial bodies and-other 
organizations. Efforts are being made 
also to induce other large manutactur- 
ing concerns to locate in the south. 

In one instance, it is pointed out, 
there is an opportunity for a manu- 
facturing concern to not only have 
the entire southern field as a market 
for its product. but to largely in- 
crease its profits by being at the 
source of its raw materials, thereby 
saving freight rates both on the raw 
materials and the finished product. 
This is the oil cloth and linoleum 
indugtry, which uses ocher, barytes, 
cork, linseed oil and jute. 

The heaviest materials used by this 
industry are barytes and ocher, both 
of which are mined almost exclusively 
within a radius of fifty miles of 
Atlanta. To manufacture this prod- 
uct here would mean many collars 
in freight.charges would be saved on 
the two heaviest materials; that rea- 
sonable power rates could be had; 
that satisfactory labor. both common 
and skilled, can be employed; that 
weather conditions permit workirg

T is beyond my power to recall 

my first circus because I was 
taken there a babe in arms by my 
father. I inherited my love of the 
circus and hope | may propagate that 
love into generations yet unborn. My 
father ran a store in my little home 
town in the south. If anybody in 
Homeburg wanted any wallpaper, de- 
sired to have a picture tramed or 
sought.to purchase-a window glass on 
“Circus Day”? he was out of luck. 
When he arrived at the doors of the 
Homeburg Glass and Wall Paper 
Store he was confronted by a sign 
“Closed—Circus Day.” And it was

“Circus Day” in our family, too, not 
circus hour or circus performance. We 
made a full) dav and sometimes a 
part of the night out of it. 


The first Circus i ever saw was 
Clark Brothers United Shows. It’s a 
far cry from Clark Brothers United 
Shows to the Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum and Bailey Shows combined, 
the super circus of the present. 


What the word “united” in the 
Clark Brothers title meant was scarce- 
ly visible. There wasn’t much to 
unite. It probably referred to the two 
mighty elephants carried by the show 
which to my young eyes were the 
hegest animals in the world. They 
were ‘“‘ponderous pachyderms”’ in- 


deed. My infantile judgment as to 


their size has been vindicated rece... _ 
by a reliable circus man who said 
these elephants really were the two 
largest in captivity. The larger one, 
he explained, was just a few pounds 
lighter and a few inches smaller than 
the colossal “Jumbo” brought to the 
country by the late P. T. Barnum. 
“Jumbo” was-killed in a train wreck 
in Canada, 

The Clark Brothers ouifit was a 
wagon or averland show. One of tie 
performers was Willie Clark, and he 
was one of the most versatile per- 
formers in the world. He did a high 
He 
then went inside and headed the leap- 
ers. Next he donned different colored 
suits of tights and appeared succes- 
sively as a bareback rider, trapeze per- 
former, wire walker, and balancer and 
foot juggler. He ‘‘doubted in brass” 
playing an instrument in the band and 
later sang in the concert. Outside 
of that he had little to do. Willie 
Clark and the elephants tormed a 
whole show in themselves and there 
was little else to this circus. 

My next circuses, I remember 
clearly, were John Robinson’s circus, 
Miles Orton Shows, Cooper’s Circus 
and Sands and Astley’s, an Engiish or- 
ganization. 

Living in a southern 
course, the John Robinson 
Shows was bound to have been one 
of my first circuses. It was the first 
rulroad show | had ever seen. The 
John Robinson shows are the oldest 
in the country, having been operated 
through three generations of the Rob- 
inson tamily, of Cincinnati.. When | 
first saw the Robinson show it offered 
but one ring. In fact, there were few 
three-ring circuses then and none of 
the four- -ring, three stage affairs. of 
the present day. I saw the Robinson 
Show recently and it offered three

rings and two stages as do nearly all 
the larger circuses of our time.

l* some respects a one-ring circus 
of the old days was far more en- 
ioyable than the colossal performance 
seen now. In a one-ring show you 
can enjoy a clown song, can get real 
fun from clever clowns and can wit- 
ness every detail of each act. More- 
over, the one-ring show offered in- 
variably a splendid group of leapers 
who turned double and triple somer- 
saults over the backs of the elephants, 
a time-honored feature of those days 
but one which has been absolutely 
discarded now. 

There was seductive charm about 


. -.v wil song Gi Ue Old ONe-Ting show. 
The clown stood high on the spring- 
board used by the leapers. Out in 
the open air his voice rang Clearly 
and sweetly and there was an unusual 
softness about the accompaniment 
played by the band not found indoors. 
Then a chofus of other performers 
joined in the refrain and made this 
one of the most attractive features of 
the old shows. I remember yet a 
clown song, “On a Sunday After- 
noon.’’ Sung out in the open, the 
band sounding soft and mellow, tins 
number was far prettier than many 
1 have heard since sung’by the great- 
est singers and accompanied by sym- 
phony orchestras. 

The “leaping” in the old one-ring 
show was a thriller wh-ch surpasses 
inany now offered. The performers 
perfected this number to a_ point 
where it was marvelous. Some oi the 
leapers ran down a platform to a 
springboard and hurtled through the 
air a distance of fifty or sixty feet 
over the backs of numerous horses, 
elephants and camels to a landing on 
a soft mattress. This number attord- 
ed the clowns many opportunities for 
tun never afiorded in the mazes of 
the big circus arenas of the present. 


There was a personal point of con- 


.tact between clowns and periormers 


and the public in the day of theo 
ring show. In the Robinson outtit |! 
first saw | recall the veteran clown, 
John Lowlow, who was then making 
his final appearance. He was a hero 
to the people much like Charlie oe 
lin these days. In the same sho 

were three famous bareback eel 
one a woman. They were William 
Showles, who ded recently in New 
York; Gil Robinson, and, if 1 remem- 
ber correctly, Emma Lake. They 
were the Hannefords and May Wirths 
of their day and seeing recert perform- 
ances of these great present-day riders 
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cago, St. 


1 cannot say that they were superior 
im any respect to men of the Wil- 
liam Showles type. The performers 
were heroes much in the same respect 
as baseball players and moving picture 
show stars are now. Everybody in the 
country knew them. 

Later the Robinson show became 
a three-ringed attraction along with 
such “‘younger” shows as the Sells 
Brothers, Adam Forepaugh, W. W. 
Cole and the rising Ringling Brothers. 
The P,. T. Barnum show had been 
merged into the Barnum & Bailey 
when I was a small lad and | never 
was fortunate enough to see a per- 
formance of that show under the sin- 
gle management of the most famous 
showman of all time and whose name 
is Synonymous with all that is best in 
showmanship. 


Many other formidable circuses 
came along year in and year out, some 
prospering “and some falling before ad- 
versity. One of the best and fastest 
moving circuses of the old days was 
that of Walter L. Main, who was 
“out” of Geneva, Ohio. The Walter 
lL. Main Fashion Plate Shows at one 
time threatened to become one of the 
greatest of all attractions of this kind, 
lyut a disastrous fire in its winter quare- 
ters crippled it. The Main show un- 
til recently was operated by Andrew 
Downie, of Havre de Grace, Md., a 
veteran showman of ability. 

B. E. Wallace, of Peru, Ind., 
a master showman and for years 
ranked among the top-notchers. He 
pulled a great “coup” when he com- 
bined his splendid circus with the Carl 
Hagenback Wild Animal Show, which 
had scored such successes at the Chi- 
Louis and Atlanta exposi- 
tions. The wild animal acts were ot- 
fered for the first time in steel arenas 
erected in the center ring in connec- 
tien with the full performance of the 
Wallace c

N THE first years of the present 
century a series of ‘‘sensations”’ 
were all the rage among the circuses. 
The. combined Forepaugh and. Sells 
Brothers, I recall, offered ‘“‘Diavolo”’ 
looping, the loop on a bicycle. I re- 
member the posters containing a vivid 
picture of this sensation, showing 1'- 
avolo poised on top of a runway ready 
for his trick. Next was shown Dia- 
volo riding headlong down the nar- 
row platform to the loop, then around 
the loop and then leaping high to safe- 
{ty on a second platform nearby. The 
mtricate maneuvers of Diavolo were 
followed by dotted lines showing his 
movements in this great deed and it 
thrilled you to look at the mere pic- 
tured outline of the act. Above was 
the master press agent’s caption, 
“Dare-Devil, Death-Defying, Danger- 
Deriding Diavolo — Looping the 
Loop.”’ And it was some thriller, be- 
lieve me, as all of the old fellows 
know. Barnum & Bailey, not yet 
combined with Ringling Brothers, then 
featured a_ sensational act, looping 
the loop in an automobile. A woman 
was strapped in a tiny automobile and 
the machine, by means of weights 
mechanically adjusted, flew around 
the loop. Then came “Looping the 
Gap” and oiher sensations, but the 
public soon hecame satiated, appar- 
ently, as nearly all the shows returned 
to the immense aerial casting acts used 
as tinales now. 
When I was but a small iad I saw 


the Ringling Brothers circus for the 
first time. It was then a three-ring 
show and had developed into the sen- 
sation of the circus world. | never 
saw ths great show in its one-ring 
Stage when it first left its little Wis- 
consin home. The five’ Ringiing 
brothers, Alf. T. Ringliny, Charles 
Ringling, John Ringling, Al Ringling 


and Gus Ringling, were the brothers 
who piloted the big show every vear 
from its winter quarters then located 
at Baraboo, Wis. John Ringling and 
Charles Ringling are the two surviv- 
ing brothers and both are men of im- 
mense wealth. 


Baraboo, Wis., for many vears was 
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a 
a center of circus activity. The Ring- 
ling brothers wintered there, as also 
their kinsmen, the Gollmar brothers, 
who ran a snappy little show for many 
years. The Ringling winter quarters 
now are located at Bridgeport, Conn., 
the original home of the old Barnum 
shows. 
a * * 


A LONG in the nineties of the pre- 
ceding century Circus rivalry was 


at its height. The Barnum show un- 
der the management of James A. 
Bailey, one of the greatest showmen 


who ever lived; the Sells Brothers 
circus, under the able direction of 
those master showmen, Ephraim 


Sells, Peter Sells and Lewis Sells; the 
Wallace circus, under B. E. Wallace; 
the old John Robinson shows; Camp- 
bell brothers, Walter L. Main and half 


a dozen others were almost continu- 
ously fighting for popular favor. Bill- 
ing wars were numerous and the “‘op- 
position” brigades of billposters even 
had physical encounters in their fights 
for advantageous billing locations. 
Occasionally we see a baitie of the 
opposition brigades now but never as 
bitter as were the fights when all these 
circuses were engaged in a war of ‘‘the 
survival of the fittest.’ 

It was a mighty event in the small 
towns of the country in those days 
when old No. 6 wheezed into the sta- 
tion from the junction with the amaz- 
ing total of three coaches. We kids 
knew what that extra coach was when 
we glimpsed old No. 6 insthe distance 
and all beat it. to the station. Sure 
enough there was a glittering and gor- 
geous coach bearing the bold inscrip- 
tion, ‘“‘Advertising Car No. 1.” On 
the sides of the car were lurid pic- 
tures of fierce jungle beasts; of beau- 
tiful women dancing lightly on the 
backs of horses; of bird-lke forms 
fiying through the air from trapeze to 
trapeze; of wire walkers and jugglers 
and of all the other glorious features 
of the circus. Here is something else 
not seen by the boys and girls of our 
generation. Recently 1 saw the num- 
ber one advertising car of one of the 
largest shows and it was painted mod- 
estly in white, no gorgeous pictures, 
aud the name of the show printed in 
such small letters that it would make an 


old-timer blush to look at them. To look 


at it a person would think it was ad- 
vertising the chamber of commerce of 
Alfalfaville, Kan. 

How eagerly we watched the 
sroups of bill posters pile into “‘rigs” 
from the local livery stable with paste 
and brushes and lithographs and drive 
off in all directions to transform the 
drab sides of the barns of Farmer 
Jones and Smith and Brown into multi- 
colored pictorial creations showing 
all the vast wonders of Europe, Asia, 
Africa and the two Americas collected 
together in monster union under- 
neath the commodious shelter of 
“seas of canvass.” How we gaped 
at the bill posters left in town to look 
after the ‘‘city locations’ and ho 
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feverishly we gathered in knots to see 
what the first big picture would rep- 
resent. 

“It’s coming, the c.rcus is com- 
ing,’’ would be the happy cry carried 
to many a home that night and the 
fever of excitement lasted until the 
great circus day itself came. 


N THE first decade of the present 

century some of our largest circus 
organizations witnessed their greatest 
period of expansion and devélopment. 
Both the Ringiing Brothers and Bar- 
num & Bailey shows were presented 
on a scale never before attempted and 
these two shows, which then as now, 
were controlled by the Ringling 
Brothers, met with healthy opposition 
from the Robinson shows, W. W. 
Cole, the Sells Brothers and the Great 
Wallace shows. 

The second decade of this century 
saw the birth of some of the best of 
the modern day outfits, some of which 
entered the field with an entirely new 
title, while others presented wholly 
new shows under old titles. 

Among the comparatively new 
shows in the field is the Sells-Floto 
circus, organized in Denver. This 
show is not to be confused with the 
Adams Forepaugh-Sells Brothers, as

that circus is not now traveling, the 
title being the property of the Ring- 
ling Brothers. 
The late H. H. Tammen, one of 
the owners of The Denver Post and 


The Kansas City Post, backed this 


new show and it is said he lost heavily 
through his “flyer” in the circus busi- 
ness. Otto Floto, at that time sport- 
ing editor of the Tammen and Bon- 
fils newspapers, was associated with 
Mr. Tammen in the venture. Despite 
the alleged losses this show grew rap- 
idly both in size and in popular favor. 
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A few years ago it was sold to the 
American circus organization. 
Mention of the American Circus 
corporation brings out the story of the 
phenomenal rise in the show business 
enjoyed by two of the ‘“‘younger’’ 
showmen of the country, Jerry Mug- 
givan and Bert Bowers. In 1910 
Muggivan and Bowers operated the 
Howe’s Great London Shows and the 
Sanger Brothers circus. The Howe’s 
Great London was a fifteen-car show 
and the Sanger show was transported 
on six cars. The two shows estab- 
lished winter quarters at Montgomery, 
Ala., and during that winter the first 
deals were completed which led ulti- 
mately to the organization of the 
American Crcus corporation, the only 
rival of the Ringling Brothers in the 
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magnitude of their circus operations. 

Muggivan and Bowers purchased 
the title of the famous Robinson 
shows, then owned by Danny Rob- 
inson, a relative of the Cincinnati 
Robinsons who owned the John Rob- 
inson Ten Big Shows. Under the 
magic name of “Robinson” the first 
venture of Muggivan and Bowers in 
the “‘big league”’ of circuses was high- 
ly successful. After a few years the 


partners acquired the famous old Rob- 
inson ‘‘Ten Big Shows’”’ title, which 
is now being used. The next acauisi- 
tion was the Hagenback-Wallace 
Shows and title and then a master 
stroke came when the pariners bought 
outright the big Sells-Floto circus. 
These deals brought Muggivan and 
Bowers into association with Ed Bal- 
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lard, of French Lick, Ind., and Mug- 
givan, Bowers and Bauara are the 
guiding spirits of the American Circus 
corporation, which controls also the 
Gollmar Brothers show and several 
smaller outfits. 

The Mugvivan-Bowers-Ballard tri- 
umvirate now operates three big 
shows, the John Robinson circus, the 
Hagenback-Wallace circus and the 
Sells-Floto circus. Although none of 
this trio is as large as the combined 
Ringling-Barnum circus, all are fully 


as large as the ‘‘monsters” of the 
olden days. Many patented devices in 
the way of folding.seat wagons and 


spindies for rolling the huge tents are

ae[HERE is one thing about a 
bd bo} New York theater audience 
ee that strikes one who is more 
Wr oes . 
’ familiar with European thea- 
StS! ter atmosphere as absolutely 


startling and strange. And 

that something is the grim silence, the 
total absence of vociferous approval 
or disapproval of the piece that is 
shown. In Vienna, for instance, the 
university students dominate the show. 
They actually make or unmake an 
actor or actress. If such a person is 
fortunate enough to win the appro- 
bation of the disciples of Minerva, 
those individuals are not at all back- 
ward in showing their sentiments. 
They either cry hosannah or give the 
actor the raspberry in no uncertain 
tone. The same thing applies to Lon- 
don and Berlin and even Canadian 
cities. But in New York it’s differ- 
ent. People sit mostly in silence, and 
leave the theater that way. Of course 
there are degrees of applause, but the 
success or failure of a play is really 
chiefly in the hands of the newspaper 
critics, who, by the way, have often 
a disconcerting habit of diagnosing a 
play in a way that is diametrically op- 
pose to subsequent developments. | 
now one eminent New York critic, 

for instance, who put his life’s sav- 
ings in backing two plays last year 
for which he promised both a howl- 
ing success. Yet the plays flopped 


and went under on their first week 
out at sea. 
Then take such cases as ‘“‘Abie’s 


Irish Rose.” The discerning gentle- 
men of the ‘critique’ pulled up their 
noses for that banal and common 
play. They gave the thing a few in- 
dulgent sneers and sent it on its way 
to oblivion. But the public thought 
otherwise and like a certain brand of 
whisky that was born long ago it is 
still going strong today. | 
I do not want to compare New York 
with Rome of Milan. In those Italian 


cities you may witness the other ex- 
treme of popular sentiment in the 
case of the theater. The exuberant 
Latins simply get beyond control when 
a piece is to their liking. They go 
into frenzies of applause, dance in 
their seats, shout themselves hoarse 
and willingly kneel down in fervent 
adoration at the feet of some lady 
who has been able to arouse their 
tempestuous nature. But what do you 
see in New York? 
off and you are no wiser than when 
you first entered the show as to 
whether it has carried off the approval 
of the multitude. Box office returns 
may be cited as a pretty certain indi- 
cation of how the populace feels in re- 
gard to a certain play. But I would 
submit that box office returns are to 
a great extent based on what Mr. Reg- 
inald Algernon, of The Morning Star,

has had to say about the play in his 
daily analysis or how successful the 
press agents have been in catching the 
popular imagination in behalf of the 
piece in question. At any rate, the 
success or failure of a play does not 
seem to me to be based on a spon- 
taneous reception by the public. The 
publisher of a great New York daily 
made this even more plain last year 
when he discussed the sudden rise to 
fame of Lawrence’ Tibbett in his phe- 
nomenal success in Fallstaff at, the 
Metropolitan Opera house. Mr. Tib- 
bett, the publisher said, went to bed at 
night knowing that he had achieved 
something. But not till the next morn- 
ing when he opened the morning paper 
did the full significance of it dawn 
upon him and he realized that he had 
actually reached the top of the ladder. 
Overnight the papers had made him 
famous. 

It may be argued that the musical 
critics in that case merely reported 
the expressed sentiments of the whole 
audience, but what if they had chosen 
to ignore “Tibbett’s triumph? Would 
the next audience that heard him 
have also broken the spell of usual 
New York complacency? Would he 
have continued in rousing other 
batches of phlegmatic New Yorkers to 
ever new outbursts of sentiment? | 
do not think so. I rather believe the 
next audience would have passed 

out in its usual unruffled calm. 


Even at the burlesque shows the 
public sit through the performance as 


if passing through an ordeal. True, 
they snicker at a lewd suggestion, the 
may even clap to recall a chorine wit 
a particularly naughty quiver, but 
what I would like to see is the boys 
get roused good and plenty some day 
and either take some of the hip-shak- 
ers and shimmy-thrillers at their own 
hody-suggestive invitations and _ toss 
them sky-high in a woolen blanket or 
else howl them off the stage. 


This strange phenomenon of appar- 


ent unemotionalism on the part of the 
audience is due to two things, it 
Strikes me. Firstly, the fear of ape 
pearing different from the crowd, the 
great bug-a-boo that keeps down 
originality in so many phases of Amer- 
ican life; and, secondly, the absence 
of national or racial homogeniety in 
the crowd. 


Even in the Flemish theaters, and that 


race certainly cannot be accused of 
boisterousness and hilarity, but to the 
contrary is rather dull and unemo- 
tional, a mob will suddenly break out 
in merry song. But then they all 
know the same songs. Here the one 
knows an Italian ballad and the other 
a Yiddish yodel, but in the show last 
night not a dozen people even recog- 
nized the American national anthem 
when it was played.

Surgeon General Discovers the Pores 


READER sends me a sample 
of what appears to be a copy 
for distribution to the press, 
having this heading in letters 
half an inch high extending 
across the top of a whole page 
of an ordinary newspaper: Bath Every 
Day Is Essential, Says Cumming. Cold 
Plunges Are Not Recommended. By 
Dr. Hugh S. Cumming, Surgeon Gen- 
eral, United States Public Health Serv- 
ice. And there is still more coming. The 
general’s picture is included without ex- 
tra charge, and the picture is labeled 
Cumming. Will some one kindly ex- 
amine the ground over the graves of 
P. IT. Barnum and Lydia Pinkham—l 
ain’t dead yet—for signs of recent dis- 
turbance. 


Surgeon General Cumming does not 
come out in this article as the avowed 
discoverer of the pores, in fact, he 
avoids any direct allusion to the pores, 
but he gets the idea across passively 
that a feller must watch out constantly 
to keep his pores from getting all 
clogged up and take due precaution to 
keep the trapdoor arrangement working 
smoothly so that the pores will be 
permeable at all times, yet an effective 
barrier against infrusion of cold from 
without. 

“A good many people fail to realize,” 
the surgeon general begins, “‘that just 
as the kidneys are excretory organs so 
the skin is an organ of ecretion which 
throws off waste products and worn out 
material of the body.” 

I blush (figuratively) to confess that 
this sort of catches me mingling with 
a good many people. 1 fail to “real- 
ize’ that. the skin is such an excretory 
organ of the kidneys; that is just 
bologny, I should say, and probably it 
is tossed in for the express purpose of 
leading up toe some applesauce in the 
way of health advice. We'll see about 


the applesauce when the proper time 
for that arrives. First let us listen to 
Professor Howell, an unquestionable 
authority on human physiology: 


“The precise chemical composition of 


sweat is very difficult to determine, 
owing to the fact that as usually ob- 
tained it is liable to be mixed with the 
sebaceous secretion (that is, the skin 
oil). Normally it is a very thin secre- 
tion of low specific gravity (1,004) and 
an alkaline reaction, although when first 
secreted the reaction may be acid owing 
to a mixture of sebaceous material. The 
larger part of the inorganic salts con- 
sists of sodium chlorid (that is, common 
salt). Small quantities of: the alkaline 
sulphates and phosphates are also pres- 
ent. The organic constituents, though 
present in mere traces, are quite varied 
in number. Urea, uric acid, creatimin, 
aromatic oxy-acids, ethereal sulphates 
of phenol and skatol, serin (ox yamino- 
proprionic acid), and albumin, are said 
to occur when sweating is profuse. Ar- 
gutinsky has shown that atter the ac- 
tion of vapor baths, and as the result 
of muscular work, the amount of urea 
eliminated in this secretion may be con- 
siderable. Under pathological (that is, 
abnormal disease) conditions involving 
of muscular work, the amount of urea 
through the kidneys it has’ been 
observed that the amount found in the 
sweat is markedly increased, so that 
crystals of it may be deposited upon 
the skin. Under perfectly normal con- 
ditions, however, it is obvious that the 
organic constituents are of minor im- 
portance. The main fact to be consid- 
ered in the secretion eof sweat is the 
formation of water.” 


YYNHE surgeon general will find a 
copy of Howell's Textbook. of 
Physiology in the surgeon general’s li- 
brary if he wishes to brush up a- bit 
concerning the functions of the skin. 
Having served the bologny, which is 


always pleasing to the layman’s palate, 
Surgeon General Cumming brings on 
the applesauce. He solemnly assures the 
hypothetical reader that “if this waste 
material is not promptly removed from 
the system we suffer in various 
ways.” There the surgeon general 
Seems a bit confused—the imaginary 
waste matter has already been removed 
from the system; he probably means 
to remove it promptly from the surface 
of the skin. 

For that purpose, a daily bath, of 
one kind or another, is essential, the 
general maintains, but he isn’t particu- 
larly keen on cold baths on winter 
mornings. He seems to favor warm 
baths, perhaps followed by a momen- 
tary cool shower. But he leaves the 
unsophisticated layman in a quandary 
about the warm bath, for he warns 
against the risks involved, thus: 

“A warm bath is best for cleansing 
purposes and is soothing and restful. 
You should remember, however, that 
a warm bath is not stimulating and 
that it renders you susceptible to cold 
temperatures.” 

So there. My notion is that you 
should bathe if you must. ‘The surgeon 
general suggests that you should bathe 
if you dare. It is a serious problem in- 
deed. The surgeon general says that 
“exposure after a warm bath, especially 
in the winter, is not infrequently follow- 
ed by a cold’”—whatever that may be. 

If you believe in all this hokum, per- 
haps the safe way would be to hang 
your clothes on a hickory limb and 
just take an air bath, if you get what 
I mean. 

But, shucks, why worry over these 
apochyphal notions‘ Take a wet wash, 
warm or cold, if you prefer and when- 
ever you wish, or leave it alone. ‘The 
fear ef “exposure” after a hot bath is 
nonsense. Lxposure to cold immediate- 


ly after a hot bath or a profuse sweat 
artificially induced may be unpleasant 
or uncomfortable, but there is no rea- 
son to imagine that it is dangerous or 
that it will produce any kind of illness. 

If you enjoy any kind of morning 
cold bath, water or air, plunge or 
sponge, dash or shower, enjoy it and 
rest assured none of these bogeys con- 
jured up by the surgeon general will 
get you by and by.

PARIS 


FTER seven years of litiga- 
_tion in the high courts of 
France a share in the mil- 
lions of the princely house 
of Wagram has at last been 
awarded to little Monique Welson, a 
love-child of Louis Marie Philippe 
Alexandre Berthier, Prince de Wag- 
ram and a great grandson of Marshal 
Prince de Wagram, Napoleon’s chief- 
of-staff and victor in the Battle of 
Wagram. 

At the same time the courts ligiti- 
mized the little daughter of the prince 
and gave her the right to bear the 
name of her father, last of the Wag- 
rams, who fell fighting in the Chemin 
des Dames in April, 1918. By the 
will of the prince 14,000,000 francs 
of his immense fortune went in equal 
shares to his sisters, the Princess de 
lo Tour d’Auvergne and the Princess 
Jacques de Broglie. Some 12,000,- 
000 francs were bequeathed to little 
Monique, in care of her mother, 
Whose real name is being concealed 
by the courts under the pseudonym 
of ‘““Madame Welson.”’ 

But the sisters of the dead prince 
contested the bequest to Monique and 
the result was the long litigation 
which has just been ended. 

The decision handed down by the 
courts is the talk of Paris. « It was 
expected that the French aristocracy 
would throw up their hands and faint 
away over the ruling, especially since 
it was known how the late prince 
hated the class to which he belonged 
by right of birth and how openly he 
had antagonized the nobility for their 
privileges and the place they still held 
in a republican state. 

But, on the contrary, the sensa- 
tional verdict was received by society 
with good grace quite in keeping with 
the romantic side of the case. Madame 
Welson herself, who now occupirs a 
charming villa in Boulogne, not far 
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from Mrs. Elinor Glyn’s chateau, is 
being frankly admired for her cour- 
ageous fight in behalf of her little 
daughter. 

The story of the prince’s love for 
the pretty bourgeois maiden, with its 
poignant situations and strong back- 
ground of womanly devotion, reads 
like a chapter from a novel of de 
Maupassant. 


It was in the autumn of 1913 that 
the young Prince de Wagram first 
met the pretty Odette. He had long 
discarded his princely title, preferring 
to be known as plain Monsieur Louis 
Beathier. And it was as an ordinary 
mortal that he courted Odette and 
was loved by her. 


“All | can give you,’’ he said one 
day, “‘is my heart’s love and a man’s 
devotion. If you can be mine without 
the shams of convention, I shall love 
you eternally.” 


OON after Odette received this 
declaration from the man she 


loved, Louis’ Berthier, Prince de 


Wagram, gave up his great mansion

NOD the Father 
is revealed in 
Jesus Christ. 
The words of 
Jesus tells us about 


God the Father. But 
if His revelation of 
God were limited to 
His teaching, He 
would only be the 
greatest among the 
prophets. 

The works of Jesus were miracles 
of love and mercy which revealed the 
love and fatherly compassion of God. 
Mis words tell us what God is like. 
But more than His works, His person- 
ality, reveals God; so that He could 
say, “He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father.” The prophets bring a 
revelation about God, Jesus brings a 
revelation of God. Here are the sons 
of the same father. The first has no 
particular resemblance to the father, 
the second is like his father in physical 
yikeness and in traits of mind and 
character. The first son may give a 
description of his father. The second 
son is a description of his father. 

Jesus is the perfect picture of God, 
the perfect revelation of the clarac- 
ter of God. We have only to look 
about us in the world to find out that 
God is power. We see His power in 
every wind that blows, in all the 
Storms that rage, in all the lightnings 
that flash, in all the convulsions of 
nature that shake a world. We see 
His wisdom in the changing seasons, 
in the manifold designs of creation, 
and in the adaptation and correlation 
of His works. We see the stamp of 
intelligence on all created things, but 
we learn of the fatherly love of God 
in Jesus Christ, and in Him alone.

A noted Christian woman Said that, 
as a child, she had the most tender 
regard for Jesus, but a terror of God.

toward an unfaithful disciple, then 
read the interview between Jesus and 
Simon Peter by the shore of the Gali- 
lean sea, 

lf you would know how approach- 
able God is, read of the conversation 
of Jesus with Nicodemus and the 
Samaritan woman, and see how little 
children came to him and were not 
afraid. If you would know how God 
feels toward his enemies, then let us 
hear the dying prayer of Jesus, 
“Father, forgive them, they know 
not what they do.” Then for fear 
we might suppose that God is simply 
infinite imdulgence and good nature 
and complacency, with no capacity 
for righteous indignation, let us hear 
Christ’s denunciation of the Pharisees 
who devoured widow’s houses and for 
a pretence made long prayers. 


WW: are to accept tie revelation 
‘of God through Jesus Christ as 
the working principle of life. 

The process of theorizing and in- 
teilectualism and abstract reasoning 
never gets us anywhere.

At 
one time the theologians were much 
disturbed because Kant, the great 
philosopher, pointed out the imperfec- 
tions of pure reason.

A sailboat is something every boy 
would like to own and every boy can 
build if he is willing to spare a little 
time. 

This boat is made of two thick 
pieces of soft pine glued and bradded 
together. The hull can be shaped and 
formed with a plane knife and chisel. 
The inside should be hollowed out. 
When working out the inside test oc. 
casionally to see if the boat balances 
on the keel. The same amount of

fyiaterial should be removed from each 
side of an imaginary center line. 


The lead keel is fastened to the hull 
with screws. It can be cut from a 
Jarge piece of lead or cast by pouring 
hot lead into a clay mold. The mold 
can be made by forcing a piece of 
wood the shapé and size desired into 
a body of damp clay. Never pour hot 
lead into a wet mold or it will spatter 
out on your hands, 

A rudder can be made of tin and 
fastened to a rod which in turn should 


run through a bushing or tube set in 
ai hole bored through the hull. Make a 
board to act as the planking to cover 
the hull.

A NY kind of,an article on modern 
circus history would be incom- 


plete withoyt some reference to the 
phenomenal growth of the Sparks 
World Famous shows. More than a 
quarter of a century ago a small one- 
ring circus traveled: through the south 
under the title of John H. Sparks’ 
Old Reliable Virginia Shows. Year 
by year the little circus was enlarged 
under the management of John 
Sparks but it did not reach the full 
fruition of its expansion until it fell 
to the management of Charley Sparks, 
oldest son of John Sparks. Charley 
Sparks built up this show from two 
Carg to, twenty-five cars and it now 
has the reputation of being one of 
the cleanest shows in America, In 
recent years the Sparks ‘circus has fea- 
tured wild animal acts of the highest 
type, importing nearly all of these di- 
rect from Hamburg, Germany, the 
wild animal market of the world. 

Two rising young circus magnates 
now active in the field are Floyd and 
Howard King, two Tennessee hoys, 
who learned the game as lads under 
the Muggivan and Bowers banner. 
Floyd King acquired the Sanger 
Brothers title when discarded by Mug- 
givan and Bowers. He began with 
a two-car show, later acquired the 
Rice Brothers circus and now is as- 
sociated with his brother in operat- 
ing the Walter L. Main Fashion Plate 
Shows. 


Al G. Barnes, a Californian, is one 
of the most active circus owners in 
the game today. He specializes in 
wild animal acts and nearly all his 
performers are beasts. He Carries, 
however, several feature circus acts 
and also offers a preity spectacle in 
connection with his animals, rounding 
out a pleasing and unique prograrfi. 

One of the first shows with animal 
actors exclusively was the Sipe, Dol- 
man & Blake dog and pony show. 
This later was acquired by Gentry 


' Brothers, who at one time had four 


of these shows on the road. Later 
they added circus acts to the program. 
James Patterson, a Kansan, now owns 
and directs the old Gentry shows un- 
der the title Gentry-Paiterson shows. 

Gus and Pete Sun, Ohio men, for 
years ran the Sun Brothers circus, a 
snappy little show which was quite 
popular in the south. Gus Sun re- 
tired from the game and is now run- 
ning a booking agency in Cotuinbus 
and is interested in several other large 
theatrical enterprises. 


The Christy brothers, now of 
Texas, have large investments in Cir- 
cus properties. In addition to the 
Christy Brothers shows, they operate 
the Golden Brothers and the Lee 
Brothers shows. Combining all their 
properties, the Christys own nearly 
fifty cars of circus wonders. 

For more than half a century the 
Yankee Robinson shows were on tour, 
being most popular in the northwest- 
ern states. This circus came into the 
control of Fred Buchanan, of Gran- 
ger, lowa, but has not appeared on 
the road in several years. Mr. Buch- 
anan now operates the Robbins Broth- 
ers shows, one of the executives be- 
ing the son of Frank A. Robbins, one 
of the old-timers, who was one of the 
best-known circus men of his day. 
Robbins was a contemporary of Sig 
Sautelle, two of the best-known 
“wagon show’’ owners of their time. 
At present the Mighty Haag shows 


probably are the best known of the 


“wagon” variety, making all their 
tours overland. The development of 
the automobile has worked wonders 
in other lines of business, but has 
given little impetus to the overland 
shows, nearly all the organizations

Buffalo Bill’s 
Wild West and Pawnee Bill’s Wild 
West were rivals for years. Colonel 
W._F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) was long 
the chief star of his attraction.

Gordon W. Lillie (Pawnee Bill) later 
merged the two shows and it was op- 
erated as Buffalo Bill’s Wild West and 
Pawnee Bill’s Far East. This was the 
famous ‘Two Bill’s” shows the ex- 
pertS tell you about. Later Miller 
Brothers, owners of the big ranch in 
Oklahoma, put out Miller Brothers 
and -Arlington’s 101 Ranch Wild 
West, which met with much success 
and is to be placed on the road again 
this summer. The Miller brothers dur- 
ing the winter purchased the prop- 
erty of the Walter L. Main show op- 
erated by Andrew Downie and will 
operate a great wild west show in the 
1925 season.

In 
the “‘yrand entry” were the crack 
riders of every nation. There were 
Cossacks from -the Russian Steppes, 
hordes of sheiks from Arabia and from 
the deserts of northern Africa, daring 
riders from the South American pam- 
pas, troups of Mexican riders, lariat 
throwers and cowboys, sharpshooters 
and ropers from the plains of Amer- 
ica’s far west, Tartars from the Cau- 
casus, Circassians, East Indians, Boers 
from South Africa dressed in their 
quaint Dutch costumes, wild African 
tribesmen from the Congo regions, 
even Chinese and Japanese riders. 
The people in my, little town had 
never seen a Cossack with a tall fur 
cap until the Buffalo Bill show and 
1 doubt if they’ve ever seen one since. 


Colonel Cody himself led the pro- 
cession around the arena. Later he 
gave an exhibition of sharpshooting. 
Then came Johnnie Baker, Annie 
Oakley and dozens of other shooters. 
Cowboys appeafed in all the features 
of the modern rodeo. Amazing feats 
of riding were offered by the repre- 
sentatives of all nations and no such 
riding has ever been seen in America 
since this show was taken off the road 
some ten years ago. 
ance concluded with a realistic exhi- 
bition of the robbery of the Deadwood 
Stage coach with whole troups of In- 
dians engaged in the attaek while sev- 
eral troops of cavalry from the United 
States army arrive in time to effect a 
sensational rescue. That was the wild 
west show of the olden days which 
probably has disappeared forever. 

The comparatively new wild west 
show of the Miller Brothers was of- 
fered on somewhat different scale. 
This show leaned more to the rodeo 
type of exhibition, although a most 
interesting program was offered. The 
Millers are again in the field with their 
101 Ranch Wild West. Numerous 
smaller wild west shows are touring 
the country but none even approaches 


the magnitude of the old Buffalo Bill 
show. 


But strictly speaking the wild west 
show is mot a circus. Its appeal was 
transcendental and there is little like- 
lthood that this class of attraction will 
ever again become a formidable rival 
of the circus. The good old circus is 
an institution which has come down 
for ages and which will last as long 
as there are children growing up who 
want to see the wonders of the out- 
side world and as long as there are 
old-timers, men and women, who 
make this class of entertainment their 
favorite amusement. 


For more than a third of a.cen- 
tury I’ve attended circuses and hope 
lll last that much longer, I’ve laid 
down the law to my kids that they 
will have to go to the circus no mat- 
ter when it comes or else they will 
be spanked. Thus far I’ve had fine 
success with the policy and can re- 
port that not one spanking has been 
necessary to carry out my ends.

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‘CROSS SQUARES’? 
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“Cross squares” may be played by any number of persons, who take turns in dropping upon the board, from 
2 height of about one foot, a piece of straight wire about nine inches in length.

Of course, the highest score wins the game, and in case of a tie it is to be played off between those who tie, 
It will be seen that the dropped wire may fall in ways to score in one, two, three, four, five, six or -even 
squares. When the wire passes exactly between the meeting points of two squares, neither of those squares 
is included in the count, 

You will find cross squares a fascinating game wherein both skill and luck play a part. 

To preserve the diagram of the game it should be mounted on cardboard. 

In the diagram shown, it will be seen that the straight line representing the wire passes over squares num- 
bered 12, 11, 7, 6 and 3, thus making a score of thirty-nine. Now, where would you drop the wire in order to 
make a score just twice as larg¢e as that one?
